GRAIN FOR KCKOFB. 


During the month of September 


about $5,000,000 worth of gram was 
shipped from Pacific Coast ports to- 
Europe. 
Thirty-five vessels 
loaded 


with grain and flour left San Francisco; 
Oregon loaded seven vessels and Pnget 
Sound sent three. The total value of 
the shipments, including lumber, for 
August and September is over $10,000,- 
000, 
The grain shipped from Kew 


York and other Atlantic 
ports, of 


course, far exceeds the shipments from 
the Pacific Coast in quantity and value. 


Tbe bulk of all grain shipped trom 


the United States goes to Liverpool. 
In that martet the price of wheat IB 
fixed for all parts of tbe world from 
which grain is exported. If there is a 
surplus of wheat produced in Washoei 
Humboldt or any other county in the 
State from which it can be shipped, the 
price of the surplus is Bxed in Liver- 
pool. The shipper here pays the Liver- 
pool price, less the cost of transporta- 
tion, insurance, commissiou, etc. This 


"• year there is a gieat scarcity of wheat 


in Europe in consequence of a crop 
failure in Bussia, India, the Argentine 
and other wheat producing countries, 
and a proportionate demand for tbe 
grain in the United States. This has 
stiffened prices here and onr farmers 
are profiting by it. Wheat, however, is 
not as high as it was in 1891, when it 
brought $1 15 per bushel in Chicago, 
but it is considerably higher than it 
has been for some years past. To at- 
tribute the advance in price to a change 
iu tariff schedules is simply to pro- 
claim one's ignorance. While the Mc- 
Kmley tariff act was in force wheat was 
cheaper in the United States than for 
mauy yeara before and much cheaper 
than it is now, though the MrKinley 
tariff schedules were about as high as 
those now in force. It is the opinion 
of 
political economists, who 
have 


studied the subject, that if half tbe 
money of the world had not been de- 
monetized by closing the mints against 
silver, the price of wheat in the United 
States to-day would be at least two and 
a quarter cents per pound, or $1 35 per 
bushel.

dered to go in to effect.on, Monday, 
November 26th, 1877, at 5:30 A. M. re- 
calls the wonderful traffic occurring 
daily on the road -at that time. The 
distance by rail from Virginia to lieno 
is 52 1-5 miles, yet on that stretch of 
road twenty-six regular trains, six of: 
which were passenger trains passed 
over the road daily, besides frequent 
specials.. In considering the number- 
of inilea with the number of trains it 
will be observed that had they been 
scattered along the road at equal dis- 
tances there would have been a train 
every two miles. This in connection 
with the fact that it was only a single 
track road shows the wonderful man- 
agement necessary in handling trains 
and accidents were 'extremely rare. " It 
was admited to be, at the time, one of 
the most perfectly managed roads on 
the continent and as far as this is con- 
cerned still maintains its reputation. 
It also had the reputation of paying its 
men ia the various departments the 
highest rate of wages prevailing at the 
time. In all things, railroading, in 
fact, 'the Virginia and Truckee Com- 
pany stood at the head of the list. 


There have been many changes, yet 


the principle established bythe man- 
agement then, has always been main-- 
taine.d although the conditions of bus- 
ness and traffic have caused a reduc- 
tion in train service, which necessitated 
a consequent reduction in the force of 
employes. 


The decline of the mining interests 


on the Comstock brought a decline in 
the wood and lumber interests and 
this brought about a cutting down, in 
the various departments on the road 
and a reduction -in the running ex- 
penses.

As one looks over the old forms,

EAELY ALASKA!? 


An Old-Time Battle Between the 


r Thlnkits and Aleuta 
PALACE* 


Snngnlnar ? Strife Wbeire JVo w Amer- 


Jcfin* Are Seeking Gold— A Yan- 


kee

Just about 100 years, ago there -was 


a sanguinary battle in Alaska between 
:he Thnluts and the Aleuts, two tribes 
that then entertained sentiments of 
liostihty lor each other The cause, of 
:ho battle, the circumstances of it, and, 
the dire ending of it are described m 
the Russian records appertaining to 
the far northern teiutorj, which, is 
now under the American flag, hut for- 
merly belonged to the czar's empire. 


To Alaska there i came from -'.Siberia-, 


m 01 about the jear 3790, an adven 
rarous 'trader, a Kussiaii, named; Baran- 
off, for the purpose of otter hunting. 
Arriving at; the Aleutian Isles, her. took 
about 300 Aleut himters into- liis 'serv- 
ce. Off they went in their kayaks, or 
Little skin boats, 'for those parts of the 
archipelago in which, sea otters then. 
abounded,. They got many otter skins 
for the trader, who believed that in a 
few years he would become rich and 
great. He determined to' form a; is>et- 
blement of theni oh the strait extending 
northward from;, Sitka. sound, not far 
Eponi the situation of the.modern town 
of Juneau, where at this time there are 
multitudes of .gold- seekers bound for 
the Klondike mines. There the Aleut 
otter -hunters stayed for. several years, 
to the profit of Baranoff , who dedicated 
the place to the Archangel Gabriel and 
committed it to -hisjprotection. 


:The native Tlinkits, who were a sav- 


age tribe and had dwelt in that region 
from time immemorial,, took umbrage 
at the presence of the Aleuts, whom 
they regarded as intruders upon their 
hunting grounds. . The THnkit chiefs 
formed a resolution to exterminate the 
intruding Aleuts. . They made ready 
for war. Approaching the settlement 
unexpectedly', they fell ,upon; it with1 
great fury"; they fought like siivages; 
hey fired the giins which had been ob- 
tained years before from Sibsrian trad- 
ers; 
they, seized the, otter skins 


which belonged to the Aleuts;, they 
plundered the huts and afterwards de- 
stroyed them. It was a- triumph1 for 
the Tlinkits; it was a, battle worthy of 
song and story. 
The .victors, danced 


with joy. -They -had brought glory to 
the ir tribe. 


But this episode .ire the history of 


Alaska did not come to an end all at 
once. Some of the. Aleuts "had saved 
their lives /by flight and had, taken ref- 
uge in the , forests, where the in- 
furiated enemy could not reach them. 
It was under these circumstances 'that 
a strange and unexpected thing- oc- 
curred. It happened that about this 
time, which was over 100 years .ago, a. 
Yankee skipper from Boston named 
O'Knne came along in -his bark, schoon- 
er or other sea craft looking! for. a 
chance to trade with tie natives. 
Ifc is 


not known" what kind of an assortment 
of Yankee notions he had in his ship, 
but lie. was doubtless' ready to pay a 
fair price for any otter skins that were 
for sale. As he made his way up Sitka 
sound he caught sightt>f some of the 
Aleut fugitives, who also caug-ht sight 
of him. He took them aboard ship, got 
the news from them in some way,. sent 
them below decks, and then started- out 
to look for the Tlinkits. 
He found 


them, got some of their big chiefs to 
come: aboard, gave them io understand 
that they were his prisoners, and. held 
them for ransom. Here was a case. 
After awhile, he effected an exchange. 
The Tlinkits delivered to him the otter 
skins which they had taken from the 
Aleuts, and also a number of the Aleut 
hunters whose lives had been spared. 
The big chiefs of the Tlinkits were 
thereupon released . and . sent . ashore 
through the grace of the Yankee skip- 
per from Boston," and to his profit. 


Some others of the fugitive Aleuts 


who 'Lad found safety in the forest got 
possession ol their skin boats' or kay- 
aks, and made their way along; the. coast 
lo Kadink, where Barauofi:.,- the Rus- 
sian from Siberia, was. then quartered. 
They, told him of the deeds of the suv- 
ag-e Tlinkits; his anger was stirred up; 
he 'said the savages must be punished. 
It happened, that just .'at. this time n, 
Russian iinval bi'rg', the Neva, arrived j 
at Kacliak; and the captain of the Neva i 
told Earanoffi, when he came aboard, ! 
that he would1 sec to the, punishment 
of the Tlinkits, who, by their conduct, 
had manifested their enmity to Ills 
master, the czar of Russia. The naval 
brig headed for Sitka sound, arrived 
there, came to the enemy's land, and 
attacked a stronghold which the Tlin- 
kits had constructed. It was a stiff 
fight; the Russian, marines made a brave 
attack; the Tlinkits made a brave de- 
fense; the Russians had several pieces 
of cannon; the Tlinkits had only a lew 
flintlocks and very little powder; the 
Russians battered the stronghold; the 
Tlinkits fell back, because their powder 
had given out; they fought till it was 
dark; they. decamped in the nighttime, 
They were beaten; they had been pun- 
ished; the crime which they perpetrated 
upon the Aleuts had been avenged; 
their power was broken. Russia was 
victorious. After the events here nar- 
rated the Tlinkits of Alaska, "were, of 
but small account in- war. 


Wow that the early history of Alaska 


has' acquired a fresh interest for Amer- 
icans, it is possible that a more com- 
plete account of the Tlinkit campaign 
will yet be procured from original 
sources. There are opportunities for 
research between 55 degrees north lat- 
itude and the Arctic oceaa between, the 
Rocky mountains and Bearing strait. 
Lots of sanguinary battles may have 
been fought up there.— Jf. Y. Sun.
